Vassalboro in Flames. At least 
Fifteen Families Homeless. 

Fire broke out last Saturday, 
afternoon in the little village 
known as Getehell’s Corner,Vassal¬ 
boro.

A Busy Day For Biddeford Firemen. 

Biddeford, June 27.—The Bidde¬ 
ford firemen were called out this 
afternoon, for the third time within 
twenty-four hours. By a careless 
handling of matches, a blaze had 
been started in one of the chambers 
of Q. E. Coto’s residence on Granite 
street. A three-year-old child was 
asleep in the adjoining room, but 
was promptly rescued. The fire 
was confined to the chamber in 
which it started, but some of the, 
other apartments were damaged 
by water. The loss is small. 


“Again, on the 8 th and 9th of July, 
1816, as corn was being hoed the 
first time, it was again cut down 
by a frost. The Kennebec bridge 
rotted and fell down Sunday morn¬ 
ing, June 23,1S16, and I saw it fall. 
The season was remarkable for a 
severe drouth accompanied in the 
autumn by the prevalence of exten¬ 
sive fires in the woods. In this 
region the drouth was so g.i;eat that 
they carried water three miles 
from the river to extinguish fires. 
The atmosphere for weeks was 
thick with smoke from the burn¬ 
ing woods. 

“On one occasion as Ruel Will¬ 
iams and Judge Me lien, who us¬ 
ually stopped with Mr. Williams 
wheD in town, were crossing in the 
ferry boat to attend a court the 
judge was holding, the ferryman 
became completely befogged, and 
after a long pull landed them with¬ 
out crossing, on, the same side of 
the river from which they started, 

“The fall of 18161 well remem¬ 
ber. I was hauling potatoes to 
Hallowell; the smoke and fog was 
so thick, in going through Water 
street in the middle of the day, 
we could not see the buildings on 
either side of the street. It is gen¬ 
erally believed that Friday, Feb. 
'I4,1817, was the coldest day that 
was ever known in this town.”

TIi© Diver Feigned Deatli Tliat 3ET© Might 
Escape With. His Life. 

Some years ago, upon the coast of 
France, there occurred one of those ro¬ 
mantic episodes that seem to belong to 
the realm of fiction. A vessel had found¬ 
ered. within sight of port—gone down 
with all her cargo. Two divers were 
sent to report upon the cause of the dis¬ 
aster and the prospect of raising the 
goods. One of these represented the in¬ 
surance brokers, who had instituted the 
investigation, and the other the captain 
and owners of the vessel. 

The brokers’ man touched bottom first 
and found himself on a bed of white 
sand. He was fortunate enough almost 
immediately to discover the wreck and 
at once climbed tho crags upon which 
the vessel rested. Investigation showed 
him that there had been foul play, for 
an auger hole was plainly visible in the 
hull of the ship. 

He had turned to point out his discov¬ 
ery to the other diver, who was now by 
his side, when he felt himself suddenly 
clutched by the waist and dragged down 
upon the sand.

A Bridgeport (Conn.) inventor has 
patented a “mushrooming bullet. ” This 
is designed to fill a very important want 
in modern warfare, the new styled rifle 
projectile having proved too humane.* 
The trouble with the latter is that, hav¬ 
ing only the diameter of a lead pencil 
and traveling with a velocity of half a 
mile a second, it is apt to pass clean 
through a man without disabling him. 
It lacks what is technically called “stop¬ 
ping power.” The bullet devised by the 
Bridgeport man has a cavity near the 
poipt. Which causes it'to “mushroom” 
—i. e., spread—on striking, so as “to 
produce a large and lacerated wpund, 
accompanied by great shock;'” In-time 
of peace it may be employed for killing 
lions, tigers and elephants. . ^ 

The very newest thing in this line, 
however, is the aluminium bullet. Of 
course it is very light, aluminium being 
only about as heavy as chalk. It is not 
intended for use in war, but for hunting 
and shooting at targets. Ordinary bul¬ 
lets have an excess of force for snoh 
-purposes, traveling unnecessarily far; 
Those of aluminium, on the other hand, 
have about the same force for short dis¬ 
tances, hut their velooity diminishes 
rapidly beyond 300 yards. For small 
game a person fond of shooting may 
avail himself of the novel idea of an¬ 
other inventor, who suggests that tin¬ 
plate shot would be preferable to the 
kind now in use. These latter are coat¬ 
ed with graphite, to blacken and polish 
them, and this is alleged to be objec¬ 
tionable because tho graphite fouls the 
gun. Furthermore, the lead is acted 
upon chemically by the animal juices' 
so as to be injurious to the eater of tEo 
flesh. - This is obviated by the coating 
of tin.—Boston Transcript. ~ 
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
